AIR FORCE PILOTS 
MAKE SUCCESSFUL 
TESTS OF RAM-JETS 


(Picture In Everyday Magazine.) 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 1 (UP)— 
The Air Force disclosed yesterday 
that Lockheed test pilots success- 
fully have made a number of 
flights in conventional plane pro- 
pelled by ram-jet engines. 

Such engines theoretically can 
attain a speed of 5000 miles an 
hour. The Air Force announce- 
ment, which said the tests have 
been in progress at Muroc and 
Van Nuys, Calif., for “nearly a 
year,” did not reveal the speeds 
attained. 

The plane was a standard Lock- 
heed F-80 Shooting Star with ram- 
jet engines mounted on its wing 
tips. The Air Force said the pur- 
pose was “to improve the ram- 
jet engine” rather than to modify 
the F-80 itself. 

The plane used conventional jet 
engines to reach a speed of 400 
miles an hour. Then the ram- 
jets were cut in, replacing the 
conventional turbo-jet engines as 
the source of power, 

The ram-jet consists of a big 
metal tube, open at both ends.

The compressed 
air is hot enough to -ignite a 
spray of kerosene shot into the 
tube. The result is a terrific ex- 
pansion of air amounting: to a 
continuous explosion which drives 
the ram-jet forward as if it were 
a rocket.

fight on.” 

There was no hint of surrender 
from the weary Chinese leader, 
whose Government has been 
shaken to its foundation by the 
wholesale defeats of his troops in 
the last three weeks. 

In his first official appearance 
since his return from two weeks 
in the north where the cream of 
his armies were destroyed or went 
over to the Reds, Chiang de- 
clared: 

“We have had reverses in the 
northeast (Manchuria) but the 
Communists are not yet in a po- 
sition to directly menace North 
China.” 

Instructions to Americans. 

American authorities meanwhile 
instructed United States citizens 
to prepare to leave North China. 
The British took similar action 
last week. 

The United States Navy may be 
asked to send a ship to Taku "bar, 
30 miles off Tientsin, to pick up 
those of the estimated $00 Amer- 
icans in Peiping and Tientsin who 
are unable to arrange commercial 
transportation from those points.

Dr. William Rongaus, a member 
of the Denora Board of Health, 
laid the smog to poisonous gasses 
from the American Steel & Wire 
Comp2ny’s zinc plant. 

“I feel certain that the gasses 
from the zinc works are respon- 
sible for it,” Dr. Rongaus said. 
“It’s not right. It’s plain murder. 
These people were murdered.” 

He said the zinc works gives off 
sulfur dioxide and when this is 
mixed, with moist fog it forms 
sulfurous acid. 

“When breathed into the lungs, 
it chokes people to death,” he 
said. 

Officials said the smog was 
trapped over the city by layers of 
cold air which prevented the pois- 
onous gaSses from escaping into 
the atmosphere. 


Smelting Is Halted. 


The zinc works, the city’s prin- 
cipal industry, halted smelting 
pending an investigation by local | 
and state authorities. | 

Supt.: M. M. Neale said they | 
were cutting zinc and coal smoke | 
to a minimum. 

“We have not shut down com-| 
pletely, but are going through a 
process of dead firing during 
which no zinc smelting goes orn 
at all and ore is not charged into 
furnaces,” Neale said. 

L. J. Westhaver, plant general 
superintendent, conceded that the 
zinc smelter does give off sulfur 
fumes, but pointed out that in 32 
years of operation, there have 
been no reported poisonings. West- 
haver said the plant has been 
using the same smeltering process 
since it began operations early in 
1917. He said he doubted the 
fumes were responsible for the 
deaths. 

A CIO United Steel Workers 
union officer said “if the plant is 
to blame we'll close it.”

Now they will receive 8398, The 
new figure represents three more 
pounds of food for the family each 
week. 

That means 100 tons of addition- 
al food will have to be flown into 
the city daily. 

New Production Record. 

Meanwhile, Gen. Lucius D. Clay, 
United States military com- 
mander, revealed that industrial 
production in the combined Amer- 
ican-British zones had hit another 
postwar high. In a semi-monthly 
report to Washington, Clay report- 
ed that output in September was 
70 per cent of the 1936 level, and 
6 per cent above August. 

Clay reported production in four 
industrial groups—gas and elec- 
tricity, electrical equipment, min- 
ing (excluding coal) and rubber— 
equaled or surpassed the 1936 
level. 

He said every industrial group 
except coal provided new postwar 
production records. Coal output, 
hg said, was 82 per cent of the 
1936 level or 12 per cent higher 
than the over-all industrial mark. 

The Clay report marked Sep- 
tember as the third consecutive 
month since currency reform in 
which there has been a general 
rise in industria] activity. 

The military commander at- 
tributed it to currency reform, im- 
proved labor efficiency, increased 
rations, good coal deliveries, rec- 
ord. imports and the expectation of 


aid. 

September food imports of 795,- 
950 tons were the second highest 
since the occupation began, Clay 
reported. 

Peace Treaty Demanded. 


At the political front, the So- 
viet-led German Peoples’ Council 
issued a weekend declaration de- 
manding a peace treaty with “an 
all-German government” under 
which all occupation forces would 
be withdrawn within a year of 
the signing of the treaty. The 
declaration said that if the west- 
ern powers “how hinder the con- 
clusion of an all-German peace 
treaty, the “continued presence of 
their occupation troops and ad- 

inistrative organs amounts to 
colonial annexation of German 
territory and colonial enslave- 
ment of the German people.”

On the other 
hand, Tass said, in ritish 
zone, German military formations 
have been increased to 140,000 
men, and it claimed the British 
had a goal of 180,000 men by the 
end of the year. The*Soviet news 
agency said the German army is 
also being reconstituted in the 
American zone. 

Resistance Group Active. 

Meantime, German resistance 
group is disrupting Russian or- 
ganization of police militia in the 
Soviet zone, a western sector Ber- 
lin newspaper reported. The Brit- 
ish-licensed  Telegraf reported 
humerous workers recruited for 
the militia had been “dissuaded” 
from joining by letter from the re- 
sistance group warning that their 
adherence to the “secret police 
force” was known. The newspa- 
per said the Russians have been 
recruiting for the past three 
weeks. 

The police force was to have 
been a secret group, Telegraf re- 
ported, and would remain inactive 
except during an emergency, when 
it would provide reserve forces 
for the regular Soviet zone police.

Fourteen displaced persons from 
Europe began a new life in St. 
Louis today. 


Members of the first large group 
brought to the United States by: 
the International Refugee Organ-, 
ization, the newcomers arrived ' 
pore yesterday after a voyage 
rom Germany aboard an Army 
transport. They were met at 
Union Station by their sponsors, 
generous St. Louisans and offi- 
cials of the National Catholic 
Welfare Organization. 

From Romania came Nicholas 
Renon, farmer and clerk; his wife, 
Elizabeth, and their 19-year-old 
daughter, Karoline. They are 
staying with Mrs. Marie J. Pari- 
son, 7525°Comfort avenue, Maple- 
wood. 

Lithuanian Family. 

Jonas Bataitis, clerk, came from 
Lithuania with his wife, Barborn, 
and children, Regina Ona,-5, and 
Audrone, 3. They are sponsored 
by Peter Kassel, 3815A Minnesota 
avenue. 

From Poland came Merion 
Zaslawski, farmer, with Micha- 
lina, a garment worker, and three 
children, Maria, 17; Anna, 16, and 
Barbara, 14. They are vouched 
for by Louis Rauch, 4941A Poto- 
mac street, who has a farm near 
Hermann, Mo. | 

Frank Bezjak, woodworker, and 
his wife, Ottilie, came from Yugo- 
slavia under the sponsorship of 
Matt Vertin, 437 Harvey street. 

Some of the refugees already 
speak English, while the others 
are eager to learn the language 
of their new country. Jobs al- 
ready have been lined up for some 
of the newcomers. All are con- 
vinced that the hardest part of 
their task has been accomplished 
in getting to the United States, 
and that with American opportu- 
nity they are certain to make their 
Way. 


Lived Here Before. 

For Renon, arrival here is in 
the nature of a homecoming. He 
was brought to St. Louis as a 
child and lived here for 13 years. 
He went to high school at night 
and worked as a clerk for the 
Krey Packing Co. and the Zel- 
nicker Supply Co. In 1921 when 
his parents returned to Romania, 
he went with them. 

The Renons have been on the 
move since 1944, when they fled 
first from the German and later 
from the Russian armies. 

“By horse and wagon we made 
our way to Austria,” the father 
related. “It took an entire month 
to cover.800 or 900 miles. When 
the Reds advanced toward us, we 
fled again, this time toward Amer- 
ican-held territory in Bavaria. 
Near the Czechoslovak border we 
were turned off, but we waited 
until the Americans came.” 

Renon served for a ‘time as mil-| 
itary Government interpreter for 
the 101st Division, then worked as 
mess hall and club manager at an 
agricultural and technical school 
conducted by the Army in Ba- 
varia, and still later as clerk for 
the 604th tactical control squadron 
of the Air Force. 

The family lived in displaced 
persons camps, 
hope of getting to the United 
States, but handicapped by the 
small immigration quota allotted 
to Romania. The long-awaited 
quota number finally came, fol- 
lowed by two months of processs- 
ing.” The Renons have been 
waiting to depart from Bremen 
since the end of June. 

“Our plans for making a living 
are not definite,” said Renon. 
“But I’m back now and nothing 
is going to stop me. I'll work it 
out somehow.” 

Greeted by Archbishop. 

The Bataitis family, homeless 
for five years, has had many ex- 
periences, but nothing to equal 
the reception accorded it in St. 
Louis. The refugees were met at 
the railroad station not only by 
Mr. and Mrs. Kassel, their spon- 
sors, but by Archbishop Joseph 
E. Ritter and other Catholic dig- 
nitaries. 

A bouquet of roses was pre- 
sented to the mother, and the 
family was treated to a midnight 
supper of fried chicken and other 
delicacies. 

The youngest child, 3-year-old 
Audrone, passed up the chicken, 
however. “She is not used to 
eating meat,” the parents ex- 
plained, pointing out their month- 
ly meat ration in Germany, 
amounted to one pound per per- 
son, 

Bataitis goes to work Wednes- 
day at the Maisak-Handler Shoe 
Co., where Kassel, his wife’s uncle, 
is a foreman. 

To Live on Farm. 

The Zaslawskis will live on their 
sponsor’s farm near Hermann, 
adapting the agricultural meth- 
ods of Poland to Missouri soil. 

Homes and jobs for 400 Euro- 
pean refugees have been lined up 
here through the St. Louis Reset- 
tlement Committee for Displaced 
Persons, headed by Msgr. R. B. 
Schuler. Catholic organizations 
and individuals have contributed 
funds to meet transportation costs. 

Sponsors are required to certi- 
fy not only that they are finan- 
cially able to keep the refugees 
from becoming public charges, 
but that a home can be provided 
for the newcomers without dis- 


lodging anyone.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 1 (UP)— 
United States District Judge

Mrs. Felicia Gizycka’s request to 
inspect papers and documents of 
her mother, the late Mrs. Eleanor 
Patterson, owner and publisher of 
the Washington Times-Herald. 

Mrs. Gizycka is contesting the 
will of her mother which left the 
newspaper to seven executives of 
the: paper . Mrs. Gizycka was 


willed $25,000 a year for life and 
certain properties, 

The judge said his ruling was 
based on failure of Mrs. Gizyckas 
attorneys to state specifically 
which items in the ge mass of 
documents left by Mrs. Patterson 
they wanted to inspect. 

He said “there must be a rea- 
sonable showing” that specific 
documents contain evidence in the 
will contest or will “lead to evi- 
dence.” 

He said, however, Mrs. Giz- 
ycka’s lawyers may later, through 
investigation, discover which doc- 
uments will prove of value to 
their case, and that his decision 
was “without prejudice” to any 
future court petition. 

During the hearing, an attorney 
for. Mrs. Gizycka charged that 
papers involved in the will con- 
test were destroyed in the last 
few days. An attorney for the 
executors denied this. 

Mrs. Gizycka’s charge was made 


in court by William A. Roberts. 
He said the papers, including 
checks and accounting records, 
were removed from the Washing- 
ton Times-Herald newspaper by 
employes, and burned. 

Roberts had appeared at a 
hearing on a motion filed by Mrs. 
Gizycka to compel the Riggs 
National Bank to permit her to 
examine records and documents 
of the estate. The bank is acting 
as collector of the estate. 

Roberts said that officers of the 
newspaper “selected” the papers 
to be destroyed. No specific offi- 
cers of the paper, which is valued 
at $15,500,000, were named. 

William Leahy, representing ex- 
ecutors of the estate, described 
Mrs.’ Gizycka’s move to examine 
the records as “arrogant in its de- 
mands.” He said she was “present 
in the house where the papers 
were kept for an entire week” be- 
fore the bank was appointed. 

Leahy denied also that any pa- 
pers pertinent to the will contest 
were destroyed. He admitted some 
papers were burned. But, he said, 
they were records of the newspa- 
per before Mrs. Patterson ac- 
quired ownership. He described 
them as “trash” and said that no 
documents of importance have 
been “done away with or will be 
done away with.”

1. The first speech, prepared by 
Truman’s brain trust to wind up 
the Democratic ‘campaign in a 
blaze of eloquence, was released 
in advance for newspaper and ra- 


excitement of the moment, failed 
to follow text—“threw away his 
speech,” as they say on the stage. 

2. Truman’s second speech, un- 
prepared and unrehearsed and 
very unconventional, was a fine 
forsenic effort, lacking in the 
literary qualities of ‘ts predeces- 
sor, but full of bold attacks and 
sweeping charges and fine anger 
and scorn. Had there been an ad- 
vance text on this one, it might 
have gotten somewhere. 

Without Warning. 

Unfortunately, so far as the na- 
tion at large was concerned, it 
came without warning and it 
came too late. Particularly. in the 
East, it reached many newspapers 
after they had completed their 
press runs and had sent their 
printers home—and were on the 
‘streets with headline heralding 
Truman’s original (and still un- 
delivered) speech. 

The St. Louis fiasco of the 
speeches may be traced in part 
to the fact that Truman’s brain 
trust is understaffed’ and over- 
worked, and in part to the fact 
that Truman has a mind of his 
own and occasionally elects to dis- 
card prepared texts and "write 
his own” from his stream of con- 
sciousness as it reacts to the en- 
couragement or. indifference of 
his audiences. 

When Truman’s audiences are 
cold and sit on their hands and 
fail to applaud—as has happened 
more than once — Truman will 
waste no special effort on them. 
He will open his portfolio, read 
them a prepared sermon, close his 
portfolio and stamp out ofthe 
hall as if he has more important 
business elsewhere. 

Then He Gives His Best. 

But, when an audience goes wild 
with applause as.it did in Kiel 
Auditorium, and Truman feels that 
at least he is among friends who 
appreciate his own brand of folk- 
siness, then he will give them of 
his best—and his best is Truman 
himself, not a ready-made, built-in 
orator job tailor to his measure 
by literary craftsmen. 

Truman’s wind-up speech in St. 
Louis was intended to compete 
with Dewey’s wind-upper in New 
York’s Madison Square Garden, 
but once again it was demonstrat- 


ed that the Dewey organization, 


has a superior appreciation of 
publicity and knows how to make 
the most effective use of press 
and radio.

‘One of the facts which the 
Dewey people know well is that 
the earlier the text of a speech is 
released the more papers it will 
be printed in—it will not miss the 
early editions. 


Time Divisions. 

A second fact is that this con- 
tinental nation is divided into 
four time zones; and that what 
happens on Central, Rocky Moun- 
tain or Pacific Coast time may be | 
rather late for readers and radio 
listeners on Eastern time. There- 
fore, the publicity-wise Dewey 
people will give a “flat” release 
me on speeches—that is, author- 
ize a text to be printed in all aft- 
ernoon editions or all morning 
editions, ag the case may be. 

A third and cardinal fact is 
that, once a candidate has re- 
leased the text of his speech, and 
press and radio have gone to con- 
siderable trouble and expense to 
provide space and time for it, said 
candidate is considered honor 
bound to deliver the same text 
and not go straying down his 
stream of consciousness. 


As between Madison Square 
Garden and Kiel Auditorium, 
what happened was that the Dew- 
ey text had been released many 
hours in advance and was assured 
of nation-wide publication, and 
still there was no sign of any 
Truman text being forthcoming. 
Correspondents aboard the Tru- 
Man train made inquiry and were 
informed that the Truman staff 
was worn out and “had to sleep 
some time.” Which, of coursé, was 
all to true. 


In a few hours, Truman’s inde- 
fatigable press secretary, Charles 
G. Ross managed to get hold of a 
first draft of Truman’s St. Louis 
speech. He brought it to the press 
car ane read long abstracts for 
adva e release...The correspond- 
ents took down every word, then 
began a scramble to get their 
stories off to compete with the 
Dewey stories that had been 
placed on the wire the night be- 
fore. Lead paeargraphs on Tru- 
man were sent off as the presi- 
dential special pulled into Indian- 
apolis, and successive installments 
were dropped at Terre Haute, Mat- 
toon, Hillsboro and Litchfield en 
route to St. Louis. The Western 
Union had arranged for extra op- 
erators at the various stops, and 
certainly Truman could complain 
of no lack of co-operation from 
press, radio and telegraphic forces 
(but co-operation is a two-way 
thing). : 

The Dewey people had enjoyed 
a head start on the release of 
their man’s oratory, and they had 
a fine show window in Madison 
Square Garden, but Truman was 
marching on to St. Louis’s Kiel 
Auditorium at the head of 2000 
words and all things would be 
even. It had heen feared that once 
again it would be a case of too 
late and too little, but now Tru- 
man was coming strong down the 
home stretch.

OFFICE MAY BE SET UP HERE 


St. Louis probably will be select- 
ed as the site for a water pollu- . 
tion control office for the Upper 
Mississippi River, it was an- 
nounced yesterday in Washington 
by the United States Public 
Health Service.

This inquiry established that no 
attempt had been made to present 
the case for a maximum plan 
which would guarantee national 
security under circumstances 
which might easily arise in an- 
other conflict. | 

The work of this subcommittee 
established decisively two things. 
One was that the present mini- 
mum program leaves the United 
States dangerously short of criti- 
cal metals. The second was that 
no metal stock-piling program 
‘could be adequate by itself. The 
subcommittee showed clearly that 
it would have to be accompanied 
by a broad scheme for the de- 
velopment of stand-by resources 
of blocked-out ore-bodies, mining 
equipment, know-how and person- 
nel. Otherwise, under easily con- 
ceivable circumstances, Uni 
States industry might be strangled 
by lack of key materials before 
domestic production could be 
brought in. 

These conclusions were s0 
startling that the subcommittee 
-‘ent to work and developed its 
own plan. This is worth careful 
study. The military advisers whom 
the ‘subcommittee consulted ad- 
mitted that it was approximately 
what they would have presented

Military Men Unhappy. 

One of the chief reasons why 
military men are unhappy about 
the minimum program, even if it 
were well toward fulfillment, is 
that it assumes that we establish 
absolute control of the seas within 
2 short time after the outbreak of 
war. It also assumes that the 
thief sources of scarce metals will 
not be occupied by an enemy 
power.

The Russians have at least 
50 submarines, five times as 
many as the Germans had when 
they came within an ace of win- 
ning the battle of the Atlantic. 
At least 90 of the Russian subma- 
tines are the new type XXI, which 
ure admittedly ahead at present of 
unti-submarine devices and tactics. 

Here is the program which the 
subcommittee worked out. It as- 
sumes a war lasting eight years 
[World War II lasted six) followed 
by a period of three years before

The great world supplies of mer- 
cury are Almaden in Spain and 
Istria, on the Italian-Yugoslav 
frontier near Trieste. The Ger- 
mans pre-empted most of the 
Spanish supplies in the early part 
of World War II, and of course, 
all of the Istrian production. The 
Allies then resorted to preclusive 
buying to deprive the Germans of 
the Spanish sources. 

Mercury has been mined in the 
United States for about 100 years. 
It is marketed in “flasks” of 76 
pounds 1 ounce. This was an old 
Spanish measure, an estimate of 
the amount a mule could carry on 
either panier, Two flasks were a 
mule load. : 

Contracts Were Canceled. 


During the war, the United 
States industry worked up to the 
point where it was supplying all 
of this country’s and most of the 
Allies’ needs. But when Spanish 
output began to be available in 
January 1944, most of the local 
contracts were canceled. The 
Munitions Board has about a 
year’s wartime supply stockpiled, 


tet estimated at 125,000 flasks—98 per 


“cent of this is of foreign origin. 
The board is not currently buying 
more. 

During the war, there were 197 
producing mercury mines in this 
country. Today there are two, and 
one is about to close down, or has 
already. The other may have to. 
If we have to resume production, 
experts estimate that it will re- 
quire three years for. the industry, 
starting again from scratch, to 
reach an annual production of 
54,000 flasks, or about half our 
wartime needs. These needs might 
be much greater than in the last 
war if the mercury battery is ex- 
tensively used. 


The United States mercury 
mines are higher-cost producers 
than foreign mines. But they were 
chiefly put out of business by 
dumping. The Spanish - Italian 
mercury cartel dumped mercury 
as low as $58 a flask. For com- 
parison, the British Government 
fixed its buying price at what it 
considers a fair rate of $281 a 
flask. 

S. H. Williston, vice president 
of Cordero Mining Co., one of the 
last remaining mercury mines, 
told the mining subcommittee 
that if his mine closed down it 
would take two to three years to 
reopen it. He advocated a long- 
term program for maintaining 
mines in at least stand-by condi- 
tion. 

“We should have a nucleus with 


with large proven réserves, and 
producing at about one-third or 
one-half capacity,” he said. “In 
this way, should we get into 
trouble, all the military would 
have to do would be to get on 
the long-distance phone and say 
‘Run to capacity.’” 


The Story on Tungsten. 

A very similar condition prevails 
for tungsten. This is a vital alloy 
in the manufacture of high-speed 
cutting steel. Experts say that 
American manufacturing capacity 
would be cut in half if the supply 
of tungsten failed. It is also 
vital for filaments of incandescent 
lamps and of radio and radar 
electronic tubes. No suitable tung- 
sten substitute has been found 
for making filaments.

Third Quarter Profits. 


However, next spring when 
present wage contracts expire, 
labor leaders are sure to go gun- 
ning for the goose that lays these 
golden eggs. High profits are an 
invitation to high wage demands. 
The returns so far for the third 
quarter are not complete, but 
enough reports are available to 
indicate that profits.this year will 
hit a new high. <A 150-company 
sample shows third-quarter profits 
up 32 per cent over the third 
quarter of 1947. Nine months’ 
profits are up 25 per cent. 


Thus, as the year moved on, 
businessmen became more pro- 
ficient at making money. In 
some cases, they succeeded in 
cutting costs.

Rise Rate Slower. 

In a seller’s ‘market like we've 
had, the process tends to be self- 
generative. When wages or prices 
go up, the businessman seeks to 
cover them. He advances his own 
prices. 

True, consumer pricés have been 
going up, but the rate of increase 
has been falling off. Between 
January, 1947, and September, 
1947, the index went up from 153.3 
to 163.8 or 7 per cent. This year, 
in the same period, the index 
advanced from 168.8 to 174.5, or 3 
per cent. And for the two months 
of August and September living 
costs stayed put at 174.5. 

Gradually, the lower prices for 
grains and textiles will begin 
wending their way into the house- 
wife’s ,- budget. Thus when bar- 
gaining time arrives in March, 
April and May, the union leaders 
may not be able to work up much 
steam over living costs.

darkest of dark horses and that 
he would have to outdo even a 
Citation or a Man o’ War to win 
by a nose, a neck or a head, — 

To a considerable extent, Tru- 
man is a prisoner of fate. After 
16 years of Democratic adminis- 
tration at Washington, public 
opinion polls indicate the Ameri- 
can people want a change. Tru- 
man himself candidly recognized 
this craving for change during his 
campaign, when he _ inquired 
rhetorically what did the people 
wish to change; he pointed out 
that they had made a partial 
change in 1946 and what they got 
was the Republican-dominated 
Eightieth Congress.

U.S. Considers 
Using Russians 
Who Have Fled 


‘Institute of Soviet 
Studies’ Proposal 
Before the State 
Department.

WASHINGTON. 
REMARKABLY ~ interesting 
project has been proposed and 
studied at a high level in the 
State Department. This project 
is to créate and support an “In- 
stitute of Russian Studies.” The 
Personnel of this organization 
would be carefully selected from 
the tens of thousands who have 
escaped from the Soviet Union— 
high army officers, scientists, civil 
servants, Communist party offi- 
cials, specialists and intellectuals 
of all kinds. 
The proposal has been seriously 
considered. Yet, it has nearly 
died in the pre-election doldrums 
—it is no doubt too dangerously 
unorthodox an idea for official 
Washingtion in an election year. 
But one reason why the advisers 
of Thomas E. Dewey might well 
take a serious interest in the pro- 
posal is suggested by the story of 
the Soviet topographer. 
*He was the chief Soviet map 
specialist in Moscow before the 
war. After the war, he was or- 
dered to the Soviet zone af Ger- 
many. Soon after he arrived, he 
risked his life to escape to the 
American zone, 


Languishes in Germany. 

No doubt he assumed that free- 
dom, and a chance to do his work 
unmolested, lay with the Ameri- 
cans. But for more than two 
years, the topographer has lan- 
guished in a small town in the 
American zone of Germany, living 
from hand to mouth with a few 
other escaped Russians. 

Some of his essential needs have 
been cared for by an American 
refugee organization, the Interna- 
tional Rescue and Relief Commit- 
tee. But otherwise his existence 
has been disregarded by the 
Americans, including the Ameri- 
can intelligence services. 

What gives the dreary experi- 
ence of the Soviet topographer a 
disturbing meaning is the follow- 
ing series of facts. In the east 
war, with mass bombing by thou- 
sands of tons of bombs, a wide 
margin of bombing error could be 
tolerated. But in any future war, 
the American strategic advantage 
will rest largely on the ability to 
drop few bombs—atomic bombs— 
on each target. For this the great-

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Gov. Warren and Public Power 


N exchange of letters was made public here the other day, that 
will serve as postscript to the presidential campaign now end- 
ing. It underscores the accusation that the Republicans have 
used thousands upon thousands of words to say nothing. Seldom, to 
paraphrase Winston Churchill, has so little been said about so much. 


In September, as he was start- 
ing out on his campaign swing 
around the country, Gov. Warren 
of California wrote to Secretary 
of Interior Krug. 
He said he was 
writing in ac- 
cord with a reso- 
tution adopted by 
the Senate of 
the State of 
California _— call- 
ing for a report 
on why a power 
plant had not 
been built by the 
Federal Govern- 
ment in Cali- 
fornia’s Central 
Valley. 


The resolution sought informa- 
tion on a particular standby gen- 
erating plant that had been pro- 
jected by the Bureau of Reclama- 
tion to cover emergencies. For 
nearly a year, California has been 
suffering the most acute power 
shortage in its history, necessitat- 
ing the most drastic economies to 
keep essential services going. 


Warren’s letter gave Krug a 
perfect opening. -He replied in 
considerable detail, supplemented 
by a memorandum from Reclama- 
tion Commissioner Michae] 
Straus, that the bureau had asked 
for funds for such a plant and had 
been turned down by the Eightieth 
Congress. 


Utilities Against Plan. 


Studies made by Reclamation 
engineers had shown that periods 
of drought could be expected in 
the Central Valley. At such times 
the demand for power would be 
particularly heavy, since farmers 
in the valley would have to use 
extra power to pump water from 
deep wells. 


All this was carefully explained 
to congressional committees not 
once but at least a half-dozen 
times, For the current fiscal year 
the bureau asked $200,000 to pre- 
pare plans and specifications for 
a steam plant, but each time the 
bureau asked for funds powerful 
opponents appeared to stop the 
plan. They were the representa- 
tives of the Pacific Gas and Elec- 
tric Co., which has long exercised 
great political influence on the 
West Coast. 


“During 1946,” Krug said in his 
letter to Warren, “Mr. James B. 
Black, president of the Pacific 
Gas and Electric Co., testified that

Warren Knows His Foes. 


Warren’s knowledge goes far 
beyond the earnest sentiments he 
uttered in the course of his friend- 
ly campaign visit to 32 states. He 
himself is a firm believer in the 
public development of Western 
resources. But he is aware of the 
forces seeking to prevent that de- 
velopment or to channel it in a 
limited way to serve private in- 
terests. ; 

This was probably behind War- 

rtn’s recent statement putting his 
running mate, Gov. Dewey, on the 
record behind multi-purpose pow- 
er projects and the construction 
of public transmission lines to 
carry publicly generated power. 
Warren said that Dewey had ex- 
pressed to him personally these 
views. 

The G.O.P. presidential candi- 
date has been considerably less 
specific during the campaign. He 
came closest to defining his posi- 
tion- on public power during a 
press conference when his cam- 
paign train was moving into the 
West. He said then that he was 
for the “postage stamp plan” 
whereby power is carried over 
public transmission lines for any 
distance, long or short, for the 
same charge. 


Talk Is Not Enough. 


It is good to have Warren, and 
through him Dewey, on the record 
so specifically on this issue that is 
vital not merely to the West but 
to the whole nation. In the past 
Warren has shown that he believes 
in living up to his pledges. 

There are still, however, many 
unanswered questions. Fine talk 
about public power means nothing 
unless the consumer actually gets 
the benefits. Warren may have to 
fight to make good on his pledge. 
It will be a major test of his role.

YOUNG PIANIST PLAYS. 


Sidney Foster Sets High 
Standard for Symphony 
Popular ‘Concerts.

The St. Louis Symphony Orch- 
estra gave its first popular con- 
cert of the season yesterday after- 
noon in Kiel Auditorium and at 
the same time altered its policy 
with regard to soloists for these 
concerts. From now on soloists 
will be presented as a rule, and 
not as an exception, and young 
artists, who are just beginning to 
establish themselves with the pub- 
lic, will be favored. 

Sidney Foster, a young Ameri- 
can pianist, appeared at yester- 
day’s opener, and immediately set 
a standard, which, if adhered to, 
should insure the qualitative suc- 
cess of this series. Mr. Foster, in 
collaboration with the orchestra 
under Harry Farbman, played the 
Tschaikowsky B-Flat Minor Con- 
certo with manual facility, power, 
accuracy, lyrical fluency and 
charm and authoritative sense 
of phrasing and timing. His tone 
was healthy and rich at all dy- 
namic levels} What he might do 
with music that posed intellectual 
problems and required a wider ex- 
pressive range is still a question. 
Clearly, however, he has an un- 
usal and a soundly based talent. 

Mr, Farbman’s accompaniment 
was alert, tonally radiant and well 
balanced. 

The orchestra also offered the 
Prelude to Act III of Wagner's 
“Lohengrin,” the Overture to Mo- 
zart’s “Marriage of Figaron,” De- 
bussy’s “Afternoon of a Faun,” the 
“Polka” from the “Golden Age” 
ballet by Shostakovitch and—as a 
final whoop-de-do—an “Oklahoma” 
fantasy. 

An audience of about 2500 at- 
tended the concert and demanded 
encores of both soloist and orch- 
estra. Mr. Foster responded with 
the “Valse Oubliee” of Liszt and 
Mr. Farbman — continuing the 
light vein of his closing number 
—offered Morton Gould’s “Pa- 
vane.”

Artist Presentation Series. 

A recital by Dorothy Koomjohn, 
young St. Louis pianist, opened 
this season’s Artist Presentation 
series yesterday at the Wednesday 
Club.

sors as sacrosanct. They will be 
a new administration, and they 
will be able to take a fresh look 
at a great many things. 


New Methods for Old? 


The position, after Mr. Dewey’s 

election, will be something like 
that of a great estate, involved in 
all sorts of complicated law suits, 
when the owners decide to ap- 
point new managers and new 
lawyers. Between the outgoing and 
the incoming men there is no dis- 
agreement that the interests of the 
estate are to be preserved, de- 
fended and promoted.

The teachings of Hegel, he de- 
scribed as “materialistic’ and 
“atheistic” and said it “promises 
heaven on earth but it gives hell 
here and hereafter.”

Other points of similarity 
Might be added, but are not listed 
by the committee in this group- 
ing. In. each case a form of 
industry-wide bargaining is prac- 
ticed; in each case the union has 
been a pattern-follower, rather 
than a pattern-setter in wage ne- 
gotiations. In each case the in- 
dustry has been profitable and 
expanding during the period of 
union activity. 

The industry-wide bargaining is 
‘between the Libbey-Owens-Ford 
'Co., and the Pittsburgh Plate 
Glass Co., on one side of the 
table, and the union on the other. 
These two firms, referred to as 
“Big Glass,” have the bulk of the 
business, with a small part go- 
ing to a scattering of other 
firms. 

In the overall bargaining agree- 
ment, however, only the “basic” 
wage is determined, The two com- 
panies bargain separately on in- 
centive payments for supplement- 
ing the basic wage. The use of in- 
centive payments is one of the 
major differences between the 
paper firms studied and the glass 
firms studied—the paper firms 
don’t employ that device. 

More than 70 per cent of Libbey- 
Owens-Ford employes are com- 
pensated on an incentive basis, 
and the incentive bonus — more 
pay for more production, averages 
about 30 per cent of their take- 
hom. pay. 

Incentive payment, as here prac- 
ticed, has produced uncommon 
results. For one thing, Libbey- 
Owens-Ford management reports 
no complaints about their men re- 
fusing to do a fair day’s work for 
a fair day’s pay and adds that 
productivity is good and improv- 
ing constantly. 

More untisual is that the union 
welcomes the incentive pay sys- 
tem—often regarded by unions as 
an excuse for intolerable speedups. 
The reason is not far to seek; em- 
ployees have relative security of 
continuous employment, at least 
under present conditions of high 
demand; the Libbey-Owens-Ford 
men earn about 20 cents an hour 
more than comparable workers in 
the other “Big Glass” firm, Pitts- 
burgh Plate, and about 23 cents 
an hour more than workers in 
nearby automobile plants which 
consume a major portion of the 
product. 

“It was clear,” says the N.P.A. 
report, “that the company and 
the union were striking a mu- 
tually advantageous 
more production for more pay.” 
The method of arriving at that 
bargain is described. It wasn’t 
simply a™matter of the company 
unilaterally setting the incentive.

The gains to the union—higher 
pay and harmonious working con- 
ditions. — have been cited. But 
what does Libbey-Owens-Ford get 
out of the relationship? 

It pays more than other glass 
manufacturers, but it gets more 
production, and, the report says, 
Libbey-Owens-Ford net profits last 
year were the highest in the firm’s 
history. Moreover, the report adds, 
Libbey-Owens-Ford “has consist- 
ently held its own with its prin- 
cipal competitor, Pittsburgh Plate 
Glass Co., both in technology and 
in customers.” A footnote to this 
phase of the report notes that 
labor-management relationships at 
Libbey-Owens-Ford are “generally 
conceded to be more harmonious 
than at Pittsburgh Plate.” 

In summary, the N.P.A. report 
says of the situation at Libbey- 
Owens-Ford: 


“It indicates that industrial 
peace in typical American busi- 
ness enterprise can be achieved 
without a trick or novel formula 
or by supermen in labor or man- 
agement. Industrial harmony is 
much more the result of indi- 
viduals and organizations grad- 
ually acquiring better reason as a 
result of maturity.” 

Neither the union nor the com- 
pany has gained all its objectives 
in the relationship. But both, the 
N.P.A. report says, consider the 
bargain a “good deal.” On the 
whole, N.P.A, concludes, the case 
studied shows “that constructive 
industrial peace can be achieved

sential. Yet, the als fact is 
that the United States now has no 
maps of the Soviet Union suf- 
ficiently dependable for accurate 
bombing by radar. 

The: implications are clear 
enough. Under the circumstances, 
it seems incredible that a man 
‘who was the Soviet Union's top 
map expert should be disregarded. 
But the fact is that-his experience 
is typical. 


No one knows just how many 
Soviet citizens have fled from the 
harsh grip of the Soviet system 
since the war. Estimates range 
up to 100,000. To these must be 
added at least 150,000 Russians 
who were taken to Germany as 
slave laborers or for other pur- 
poses during the war, and have 
since successfully evaded repatri- 
ation to the Socialist paradise. 


Many of these persons are, of 
course, unlettered peasants. But 
a high proportion are army offi- 
cers, up the rank of lieutenant 
general; scientists, including phys- 
icists and mineralogists; Commu- 
nist party bosses and secret police 
officials, and writers and intellec- 
tuals who found the drab, brutally 
enforced conformity of Soviet life 
unendurable. 

The tight control over all as- 
pects of life in the Soviet Union 
makes it a far more difficult in- 


tefligence objective than Nazi Ger- 
many even at the height of the 
war, according to experienced in- 
telligence men. Yet these tens of 
thousands of Soviet citizens out- 
side the Soviet Union constitute 
a gold mine of information. And 
the fact is that the gold mine has 
hardly been worked at all. Some 
few Soviet or satellite military 
men and a few specialists have 
been interrogated. But they are 
the exceptions. The neglected 
topographer is the rule. 

This is not really the fault of 
the intelligence services. To lo-

Executive. 

Miss Rosse is the original mem- 
ber, having teamed up with Dewey 
in 1934 when he was engaged in 
the private law practice in New 
York City. She has been his 
personal secretary ever since. 
That means through the hectic 
years when he served successively 
as rackets prosecutor arid district 
attorney in New York. city, and 
through his six years as Governor. 


She has been with him through 
ten strenuous political campaigns, 
including his campaigns for dis- 
trict attorney, for Governor and 
for President. She has traveled 
with him in most of his cam- 
paigns, having accompanied him 
this year on all his speaking tours, 
including those of the Wisconsin 
and Nebraska  pre-convention 
campaigns, as well as the presi- 
dential campaign. She also ac- 
companied him on his 1944 presi- 
dential campaign tours. 


If Miss Rosse were to “throw 
her weight around” there would 
be tremendously more to it than 
mere avoirdupois. Colossal in 
ability and potential power, she 
is a five-foot miniature of fem- 


‘inine grace and charm, and tips 


the scales at 94 pounds. 


Blonde, with olive skin and 
large, expressive brown eyes, she 
speaks softly with a slight South- 
ern accent, and a demure engag- 
ing smile. Chic in appearance, 
she is always meticulously attired. 


Miss Rosse occupies an office 
immediately adjourning that of 
Gevernor Dewey. She handles all 
of his personal mail, co-ordinates 
his working papers, arranges for 
his personal appointments and 
takes his dictation of letters and 
speeches 

When the Governor’s personal 
mail becomes too heavy for her 
and her assistants to handle, she 
has it distributed among the mem- 
bers of the Governor’s large cleri- 
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cal and stenographic staff, many 
of whom have served in the execu- 
tive office through the terms of 
former Governors Alfred E. Smith, 
Franklin D. Roosevelt and Hef- 
bert W. Lehman, Déwey’s imme- 
diate Democratic predecessors. 


Both as his personal secretary 
and as a member of his “team,” 
Miss Rosse is present at many of 
the Governor’s conferences, and 
sometimes participates in the dis- 
cussions, especially when they

A VERY CHARMING French 
woman, Madame Jules Ferry, 
came to see me the other after- 
noon to tei me the story of the 
city of Saint Die, which feels it 
has a very. special tie with the 
United States. One of its citizens, 
Jules Ferry, once prime minister 
and minister of foreign affairs in 
France, took a leading role in 
sponsoring the national demon- 
stration of 1884 at which the co- 
lossal Statue of Liberty was pre- 
sented to our ambassador to 
Paris. 

They also own in this little city 
a very old book published there 
on April 25, 1507. Entitled “Cos- 
mographie,” it contains a passage 
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which reads: “Up to this time, 
all known parts of our world had 
been thoroughly explored, Then 
Amerigo Vespucci ‘discovered a 
continent, which will be discussed 
forthwith. I do not see why this 
new land should not be named for 
the man who discovered it with 
so much _perspicacity—America.” 
Hence even the name of our Nna- 
tion was first mentioned in this 
little book published in Saint Die. 

Madame Ferry is leaving for 
the United States this week to 
thank the American Legion and 
the American’ people for all they 
did after World Ward I to help 
restore the town. She will also 
tell them what has happened to 
America house, which is now in 
ruins, and how much else has 
been completely destroyed as a 
result of World War II. The 
city’s old people and children need 
care and help, and there does 
seem to be a special reason why 
we who have such ancient ties 
with them and have come to their 
aid in the past should try to do 
so again. Madame Ferry has no 
family and her husband is dead, 
and I imagine this little town has 
taken the place of family ties, so 
that she will probably tell its 
story with great feeling to the 
American people if she is given 
the opportunity.

General Eisenhower Was My Boss’ 


@ Author, in the Second Installment 
of Her Story, Describes Thrill of — 
Meeting Churchill for First Time— 
Also Gives Impressions of Patton

CHAPTER TWO. 
SUDDEN increase in motor 
A tx about this time started 
a series of runs to a bomb- 
proof building on .he edge of St. 
James Park just off famous Down- 
ing street. Usually, I sat in the 
car while my passenger conferred 
inside; I read and chatted with 
the high-ranking Allied men who 

pulled up. at that entrance. 

One morning General Lisen- 
hower emerged from that dull- 
looking building with a companion. 
As they strolled over to the car, 
I jumped out and assumed my own 
peculiar brand of attention: it was 
Winston Churchill, the Prime Min- 
ister. 

It may be difficult for Ameri- 
cans to understand the wide- 
spread, absolute worship for Win- 
ston Churchill in those weary days. 
It was close to what many Ameri- 
cans must have felt for President 
Roosevelt—a feeling I shared im- 
mediately at my first meeting with 
that great man. Churchill repre- 
sented a tired but defiant wartime 
Britain, all molded into a very hu- 
man figure we could love and fol- 
low. He was a more rea‘ and inti- 
mate symbol than the strains of 
“God Save the King” or the bongs 
He was England; 
more important, he was London 
for all of us who had stayed there 
throughout the Blitz. 


I was frankly thrilled and excit- 
ed just seeing him for the first 
time. The now-familiar jutting 
chin, the round shoulders, the fat 
cigar—all these were just as press 
photos had pictured them. But I 
was astounded at the cherubic 
face superimposed on the bulldog 
head, a face nevertheless capable 
of portraying grumpiness incar- 
nate. His eyes were a livid blue, at 
times those of a gurgling infant, 
at other times those of a cold war- 
time leader, at still other times 
those of a laughing, socially ac- 
complished diplomat and politi- 
cian. 1 was impressed by his 
clear, pink, baby-like skin. As a 
woman, I was more attracted to 
that characteristic than to ‘any 
other single item of his appear- 
ance. He wore the usual shape- 
less “siren suit,” of course, and 
his flapping, initialed slippers. 

General . Eisenhower accom- 
plished an introduction as though 
all three of us should be very good 
friends. : 

Churchill glared. ‘I hope you'll 
take good care of our General,” he 
growled. Then that impish look 
in his eyes: “Mind you now, don’t 
you lose him in London!” 

The General laughed. “Don’t 
you worry. Kay knows London as 
well as any Cockney taxi driver.”

ENERAL GEORGE PATTON 
G impressed me almost as much 
as Churchill. 

Introduced by General Ike as 
one of his oldest and closest 
friends, Patton at once displayed 
that Old World gallantry which 
all his biographers seem to have 
missed. When he shook hands 
and bowed, everything was there 
but a Continental kiss of the 
hand. There was no hint of the 
expected American backslap or 
the wolfish eye. All he needed 
Was a cavalier’s cape and a 
sword. I also found him the 
Most glamorous, dramatic gen- 
eral I’d ever met. His chest was 
covered with more ribbons than 
that of any officer down at the 
Imperial General Staff; it fairly 
blazed with ego, experience, and 
pride of profession. And the chest 
underneath his brilliant tunic was 
every inch that of a soldier. 
Blindingly polished cavalry boots 
and tailored jodhpurs completed 
the picture. 

When Patton mentioned inter- 
est in bomb damage around Lon- 
fon, General Eisenhower re- 
marked, “Give him the sixty-four 
dollar tour. Kay—Lambeth.” 

The future Third Army chief 
was just as appalled by the Lam- 
beth desolation as Generals Eis- 
enhower, Clark, and Spaatz had 
been. Although his G.I.s probably 
wouldn't have believed it, he sat 
on the front seat with me. And 
his ramrod back never once un- 
bent, never touched the seat. 
“Those so-and-sos,” he would 
mutter, “those so-and-sos.” Then 
hed turn to me. “I’m sorry, Miss 
Summersby. Excuse me, please.” 

I had to point out that I had 


‘been with the American Army 


long enough to realize that Yanks 
used curses in such a natural 
way that no one could take of- 
fense. 

The Patton ego was, to me at 
least, more a superb self-confi- 
dence—which he always justified 
—rather than empty bragging. I'll 
admit that I heard him ask for 
medals; but he had earned them 
a hundred times over; he knew, 
further, they strengthened his 
men’s respect and added visibly 
to his chosen lifetime career. Pat-
